Robert A. Pinkerton, ‘greatest thief 
catcher In the world," is dead. He died 
in midocean abroad the steamship 
Bremen Aug. 12.

Robert A. Pinkerton was head of tho 
Pinkerton Detective Agency in the East, 
with offices in New York City. Wil- 
liam A. Pinkerton, his brother, is head 
of the company in the West, with of- 
fices in Chicago. 


Greatest Thief Catcher. 

Robert A. Pinkerton was acknow]l- 
edged by all other detectives to be their 
superior. He was known among de- 
tectives over all the country, and among 
crooks as well, as “the greatest thief 
catcher.” The one faculty which made 
him greater than others was his intu- 
itions, a sort of Sherlock Holmes qual- 
ity of thought by which he would figur? 
out from what clues he had fust how 
ithe criminai did the job. 

Then he would work along the theory 
that it was really done that way and 
he was nearly always right. By the 
same process of reasoning he would ir- 
rive at a theory of how the criminal 
would plan to escape, and he wouié 
nearly always catch him. 

He was well known in St. Louis and 
in the Southwest years ago. He came 
here often to work upon big crimes. He

Madison County authorities are 
Searching for two men who attacked 
with brass knuckles Conductor Harry 
Logan and Motorman Edward J. Lynn 
on an interurban car at Second and 
Washington streets, Alton. 

AS a result of the encounter, Lynn 
and Logan are suffering from severe 
facial contusions, while their antagon- 
ists are said to have been severely in- 
jured. 

John N. Drummond, Jr., of St. Louis, 
who was a passenger on the car says 
the fight continueu swift and furious 
for fifteen minutes and the wonder is 
that one of the belligerents was not 
killed. 

“The trouble started,”’ said Mr. Drum- 
mond, “over the refusal of the two 
Strangers to stop smoking near sev- 
eral women. : 

There was a regular smoking com- 
partment on the car, but the men de- 
fied the conductor when he requested 
them to go in there to smoke. 

“One of the men abused the conduc- 
tor roundly, using the most impolite 
language and declaring that if any at- 
tempt was made to put him off he 
would raise a ‘rough house.’ 

“The men appeared as typical thugs, 
of powerful build and acted as though 
they were looking for trouble. 

“At Second and Washington streets 
the conductor stopped the car and or- 
dered them to get off. Both got up 
and the taller of the two men séruck 


the conductor a hard blow in the face. 

“The conductor reeled and the man hit 
him another blow, sending him sprawl- 
ing to the floor. 

“At this point the motorman appeared 
with a heavy iron controller in his 
hand. 

‘‘When he threatened to use the con- 

troller the second man pounced on him 
and then began an aggressive rough 
and tumble battle that lasted both on 
the floor. 
“After a short struggle the motor- 
man gained an advantage over his op- 
ponent, whom he proceeded to belabor 
with the controller. Meanwhile, the 
passengers becan«w panic stricken and 
the women ran screaming from the car. 
. "The battle came to an end with the 
motorman pursuing the two men up 
Washington street, but they soon out- 
ran him.”’ 
Motorman Lynn and Conductor Logan 
said that two other passengers on the 
ear aided their opponents by blocking 
the aisle of the car, although they did 
not participate in the fight. Both Lynn 
and Logan were able to return to work 
Saturday morning. 


GENERAL STRIKE ORDER HAS 
LITTLE EFFECT IN NEW YORK 


NEW YORK, Aug. 17.—President 
Small’s general strike order has had 
no effect in New York. The strikers ad- 
mitted that all the men who would go 
out were already on strike. At’ the 
same time the operators seemed to be 
more confident than ever of winning. 

Pickets. who reported to a mass meet- 
ing of the operators, said that both 
companies were in a bad way. The 
Western Union was said to be handling 
only 10 per cent of its business by wire, 
depending for the rest on the mails and 
express companies. As proof of their 
claim that the lines are tied up, letters 
were shown from St. Louis, Chicago, 
Terre Haute and Lincoln, Neb., which, 
they said, arrived before telegrams filed 
at the same time the letters were mail- 
ed.

OPERATORS WILL ARBITRATE

pers. It was Mr. Gompers who made 
the announcement.

AUTHORITIES QUOTED 





It Is Argued That Only the 
Commissioner Has Power 
of Cancellation. 





Whether or not M. J. Edward Hart- 
mann, a clerk in Excise Commissioner 
Mulvihili’s office, has the legal power 
to cancel the license 6t a saloon keeper 
is the question contained in Chester 
HM. Krum’s petition for a writ of cer- 
tiorari act in 
withdrawing the license of Thomas Bly, 
proprietor of the Portland Hotel. 


Lawyers who have investigated the 
Statute governing the Excise Commis- 
sioner’s office and the authorities on 
the points likely to be involved in EBly's 
action, say that there is grave doubt of 
the legality of any revocation ordered 
by Hartmann. 

The original statute creating the of- 
fice of Excise Commissioner makes no 
mention of any deputy commissioner 
and contains no provision as to who 
shall administer his duties during his 
absence or disability. 

The only reference to the Commission- 
er’s clerks is that contained in the law 
appropriating money with which to de 
fray the Commissioner's expenses. . This 
law, however, does not define the duty 
of the clerical force. 

Question of Law. 

Lawyers point to the principle that 
“a person to whom power is delegated 
cannot delegate that power to another’ 
as the basis of their belief that Hart- 
mann cannot act for the Excise Com- 
missioner in the matter of revoking 
licenses and enforcing the excise laws. 

The Encpclopedia of Law says on 
this subject that, “where the duties of 
a public office are of a purely mjnis- 
terial character they may be dis- 
charged by deputy.”’ The Supreme 
Court two years ago, in the case of 
the State against Seebold, held that the 
Excise Commissioner in revoking a li- 
cense acts ministerially and not ju- 
dicially. 

Mechem, a celebrated authority, 
quoted to show that, while the Excise 
Commissioner’s duties are ministerial, 
there must be some authority, either ex- 
pressed or implied, to warrant his dele- 
gation of his powers to a deputy. 

Mechem says on this subject: “It is 
well settled in the case of private agents 
that where the execution of the trust 
requires of the agent the exercise of 
judgment or discretion its performance 
cannot be in the absence of express or 
implied authority be delegated to an- 
other. This rule applies also to public 
officers in those cases in which the 
proper execution of the office requires 
on the part of the officer the exercise 
of judgment or discretion. 

Chosen for Fitness. 

“The presumption is that he was chos- 
en because he was deemed fit aand com- 
petent to exercise that judgment and 
discretion, and unless power to substi- 
tute another in his place has been giv- 
en..to him he cannot delegate his du- 
ties to another. 

The statute creating the office of Ex- 
cise Commissioner, and those which 
later have been added to prescribe his 
duties being silent as to his right to 
employ a deputy and clothe him with 
powers equal to those of the Commis- 
sioner, it is held that the grant of such 
authority is not made either express- 
ly or by implication. 

Hartmann has revoked three licenses 
during the absence of Excise Commis- 
sioner Mulvihill. Ely was the first sa- 
loonkeeper to be tried and convicted by 
Hartmann. Robert Lucks, a member of 
the Legislature, and Theodore Geders 
are the others. Lacks formerly con- 
ducted a saloon at 2101 Biddle street 
and Geders a dramshop at 1247 South 
Third street.

There is a complete collection 
of Rogers’ Satuttes. Now, while Rogers 
was not by any means a great sculptor, 
he is/the most powerful representative 
of one phase of American sculpture. We 
may ridicule his somewhat melo-dra- 
matic little groups, but we should not 
forget that these works are a perfect 
reficction of the American taste and 
manners of # of ® years ago. If they 
are technically deficient, they contain a 
human element such as we seldom find 
now-a-days. 

“Another revelation to me is the sum- 
mer exhibitfon of the Toronto Artists’ 
Society. Tife number and quality of 
the works exhibited are so high that 
one can hardly believe its being the pro- 
duct of a group of artists living in a 
city of this size. What makes their ex- 
hibitions more remarkable than even 
its high quality, is that the usual ever- 
lasting string of landscapes of our ex- 
hibitions is relieved by a very large 
number of masterly portraits. and ex- 
quisite figure pieces.”

AYORS ROUNDS UF

The car was only a 
few feet away and witnesses turned 
their heads thinking Murphy was going 
to be ground to death. Young dropped 
sand on the rails and applied the emer- 
gency brake. The car stopped within a 
few inches of Murphy’s body. 

Several policemen who witnessed the 
accident picked Murphy up and took 
him to the Central District Station. 
There he was locked up on a charge of 
being drunk. 


LITTLE ST. LOUIS GIRLS GOOD 


Only Nine of Them Arrested While 
1435 Boys Were Taken. 


The St. Leuls Police Department cost 
$1,859,841.31 last year, against $1,625,821.79 
the year before. Salaries as usual form 
the greater part of the expense, amount- 
ing to $1,364,484.90 last year. During the 
year 2308 pelicemen were before the 
Board on charges. Three-fourths of 
them were found guilty and were fined, 
discharged or reprimanded.

‘“‘We have no way of telling how many 
persons traveled to New York or San 
Antonio, who bought tickets to St. Louis 
and from here to their destination. 

“Again, the farmers are usipg the 
trains now where they wouldn’t ride 
on one before. 

“Everybody is onto the fact that the 
railroads have got to make good on the 
2-cent fare law by Sept. 20. The only 
way the public can defeat the roads ts 
by swelling the passenger receipts. 

‘Meantime the earnings of all 
Missouri roads on Missouri business 
alone have shown a net increase of 
probably $500,000 since June 20.

The instant that Prosecuting Attorney Johnston 
of St. Louis County was threatened by the 
grand jury party bosses from near and from far 
hastened to the rescue. 

If there had been a general alarm, if the long 
roll had been beaten, even if the tocsin had 
been sounded, a livelier concentration of bosses 
and sub-bosses could not have been had.

For another thing, the Republican party as 
an organization is not now, at any. rate, in sym- 
pathy with public officers who are under ac- 
cusation.

When the bosses appear at Clayton, therefore, 
in gum shoes and presume to advise court and 
jury as to a matter with which the latter are 
competent to deal, the fact has a strange and a 
forbidding aspect. 

Judge Ryors is a Republican and, so far as 
is known here, he is an honest, able and cou- 
rageous magistrate.

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SWEARING JOE CANNON. 

We have had praying presidents and fighting 
presidents, recluse presidents and convivial pres- 
idents, philosophical presidents and eminently 
practical presidents, but we have not had many 
swearing presidents. 

Mr. Can- 
non’s imprecations are not exactly profane, but 
they certainly are not pious, and there are a

Mr. Cannon’s objurgations are so frequent that 
they appear more like a bad habit than anything 
else. 

When Washington swore at Lee at Monmouth 
his profanity was terrible, but that was because 
it was unexpected. 

When Cleveland appointed a man to office on 
the public recommendation of a Californian who 
a little later sent him a confidential letter say- 
ing that the man was a scoundrel he collapsed, 
for there were no words in his vocabulary which 
would do the subject justice. 

Mr. Cannon may become President in spite of 
his profanity; never because of it. That was 
the case with Jackson. Old Hickory repented 
and asked the forgiveness of his adversaries on 
his death-bed, but this never occurred to him 
when he was President. 

John Adams was peppery, quarrelsome and 
cantankerous. He would fight: anybody or any- 
thing, his best friend or his worst enemy. Yet 
he would not swear audibly. 

Most of the other Presidents were men who 
could not or would not swear. Arthur, who 
may have done something in that line when 
he was a New York politician, reformed after 
he became President. 

Probably John Quincy Adams wanted to swear 
more than once, but Clay and Crawford and 
Jackson made him painfully conscious of his 
own deficiency in that line, and he never tried. 
If any of the presidents ever had a good 
excuse for profanity Buchanan was the one, and 
yet when some picturesque cursing might have 
prevented disunion and war he was devoutly 
silent. 

Mr. Cannon does his swearing chiefly in the 
presence of reporters, which is wrong. 
It not only corrupts their morals; it disfigures 
their copy with dashes. If he shall ever become 
a candidate he will have to meet more Burchards 
than Blaine did. 

So let him beware. 
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Honduras must not be ailowed to recruit her 
armies in the United States while we are short 
of farmhands. 
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DEATH OF MR. SPAUNHORST.

The discovery in the United States 
that we can make the Standard Oil Co.

In Venezuela, for instance, they have 
been quick to follow our example.

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., Aug. 17.—It is 


persistently rumored here that Federal 
Judge Thomas G. Jones has issued, or 
will issue, a bench warrant for the ar- 
rest of Lieut. Gov. Henry B. Gray for 


contempt of court. Gray remarked that 
if he was to be arrested he did not know 
it. 

The alleged contempt is invelved in an 
interview which Gray gave out regard- 
ing the action of Judge Jones in grant- 
ing a blanket injunction to the Louis- 
ville and Nashville railroad to prevent 
the enforcement by the State of the 
new rate laws. 

Gray said he did not think that Judge 
Busted, in the dark days of reconstruc- 
tion, ever issued so drastic an order as 
the one which has just emanated from 
Judge Jones. He also expressed regret 
that the Louisville and Nashville rail- 
road, ‘‘which was so prominent in the 
fight in Kentucky which resulted in. the 
assassination of Gov. Goebel should 
have the power in Alabama to have 
such an order issued.” 

Gray then added that he did not be- 
lieve the people of Alabama would sub- 
mit to the assumption of power on the 
part of a judge who holds a life posi- 
tion and who feels “responsible to 
neither God nor man for his actions.’’ 

Two county prosecuting officers have 
ennounced that they will not. obey 
Judge Jones’ injunction, so far as it 
applies to them and their duties. 

The grand jury of Bullock county will 
be in session next week and it is 
thought that it may find indictments.

SLIGHTLY LOWER 


NCEE TR Con 
Trading Again Very Light and 
Price Movement Slow— 
Demand Poor. 


GOOD EXPORT INQUIRY 


Damage Reports From Northwest 
Continue — Movement Still 
Large—Cables Nominal. 





Local wheat was dull and narrow 
Saturday, and at the close prices were 
4 @%sc lower for the day. Liverpool 
cables closed unchanged at \%d lower 
Berlin \%c higher, and Budapest %¢ 
higher. Trading was very light, be- 
ing restrained by the poor wire ser- 
vice, and prices moved slowly. Many 
important factors were again unob- 
tainabie. 

The opening was firm. There were 
continued reports of discouraging 
conditions in the Northwest, though 
the weather has moderated and is 
now quite favorable. Black rust is 
still complained of, however, and 
some permanent damage is said to 
have been done by the recent bad 
weather. The rains in the winter 
wheat states are seriously impeding 
threshing and delaying deliveries, and 
are also doing considerable damage 
to the wheat in shocks. It is evident 
that the recent breaks in the country 
have created a good foreign inquiry, 
and a quite strong export demand 
was reported today, but the business 
of this sort is said to be limited by 
the tightness of holders on this side. 
The receipts at most winter wheat 
markets continue large, and, though 
shipments are fairly liberal, stocks 
continue to increase. 


There was some good buying at the start, 
but the demand soon let up and some ,iq- 
uidation set in. The latter was mainly in 
sympathy with Chicago, where, in addition 
to the usual week end liquidation and Sep- 
tember deliveries, some of the Wall street 
bears were good sellers. Values receded 
from the opening small decline, and sold 
off to about %c below Friday's close, the 
bearish Kansas State crop report also caus- 
ing some. selling. Prices rested narrow 
and easy at slightly above the low point for 
awhile, and a spurt of buying just before 
the close, based on the small Indian ship- 
ments and predictions of light world’s ship- 
ments for Monday, raised values slightly. 
The late market was dull and the close was 
a small fraction higher for the day. Cash 
wheat was in slow demand and prices were 
easier. Local receipts of wheat were 143,- 
726 bu, against 50,651 bu last year, and ship- 
ments were 61,650 bu. Chicago receipts were 
281,200 bu, against 370,000 bu last year, and 
shipments were 84,882 bu. 

Corn was very quiet. The Kansas corn 
report was bullishly construed, and this, 
with the unfavorable weather and the still 
light movement, though the latter continues 
to increase, caused a good demand. Trading 
was very light and sales few and far be- 
tween, and the close was %@c higher for 
the day. Cables on corn closed unchanged. 
The cash demand for corn was dull and 
prices were slightly easier. Local receipts 
of corn were 82,500 bu, against 122,315 bu 
last year, and shipments were 55,610 bu. 
Chicago receipts of corn were 216,000 bu, 
against 141.600 bu last year, and shipments 
were 179,197 bu. 

Oats were dull and firm. There was very 
little interest in the market and trading was 
light and the range narrow. The weather 
for oats is fair, but damage reports are still 
coming in. The movement continues quite 
heavy, but stocks are still decreasing. Prices 
on the local market closed unchanged to \c 
higher for the day. The cash demand for 
oats was poor and prices were lower. Local 
receipts of oats were 104,000 bu. against 112,- 
000 bu last year, and shipments were 44,545 
bu. Chicago receipts of oats were 504,375 
bu, against 405,000 bu last year, and ship- 
ments were 147,392 bu. 

The Kansas crop report as wired by King 
of Toledo makes total wheat crop 70,000,000 
bu, against 93,000,000 bu last year. The 
Government report for August indicated 67.- 
000,000 bu. Corn conditions 74, against 85 
last year. Government August report was 
84. 

Broomhall estimates the world’s shipments 
Monday next will be about 6,800,000 bu of 
wheat, of which quantity Europe will take 
about 5,600,000 bu. Arrivals soft breadstuffs 
in the United Kingdom during past week 
will aggregate about 4,800,000. He predicts 
that there will be fair decrease in the amount 
of breadstuffs on passage.

New York Stockholder Says Big 
Alton Is Looting One of 
Its Subsidaries.

WASHINGTON, <Aug. 17.—John_ B. 
Manning of New York filed a petition 
with the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion arguing that the Chicago & Alton 
Railroad Co. has so manipulated the 
financial affairs of the Louisiana & Mis- 
souri River Railroad Co. that he, as a 
stockholder of the L. & M., has been de- 
prived of his share of the large surplus 
earned by that company and diverted to 
its own use by the Alton. 

The petition asserts that after the 
Alton got control, it made a pretended 
lease with itself for the 101 miles of 
upon terms 
that were practically confiscatory. 

On the stock other than that held by 
itself, Manning declares the Alton pays 
only $23,000 a year for the use of a line 
of railroad 101 miles long. He asserts 
the Alton has refused an accounting or 
access to the books. Therefore, he asks 
for a disclosure of all the earnings since 
1891, when he became a stockholder.
